Milwaukee County Updates

County Board Unanimously Funds Doula Services to
Support Women’s Reproductive Health

In late May Supervisor Dimitrijevic asked her colleagues on the Milwaukee County Board to vote
for her resolution to fund a city-county pilot doula program to improve maternal and child health
outcomes. The Board of Supervisors voted unanimously to allocate $52,000 for doulas, or birth
companions, to improve birth and maternal health in the 53206 Zip Code. The proposal from Su-
pervisor Dimitrijevic will fund doula services for eligible women through the City of Milwaukee’s
health department, which will administer the program. Special thanks to advocates and doulas
from Maroon Calabash, DONA, and the African American Breastfeeding Network for being gener-
ous with their emotional and intellectual labor as we strive to create the best program for birth
workers, moms, and babies.

“Milwaukee County and the City of Milwaukee
should be proud that we are ahead of the curve
when it comes to supporting women’s health, and
reproductive health in particular. Everyone deserves
access to quality, affordable health care, and this
program funds birth support for mothers who need
it most,” said Dimitrijevic.

The action marks a significant step towards improving maternal health and addressing racial dis-
parities with public funding for women'’s re-
productive health care. She is excited to see
how the program develops and hopes it
someday expands to provide birth support to .4
thousands of women. You can view her )
speech to the County Board about how the
project came about.

Funds from Milwaukee County will go to pay
doulas directly for their services. The City of
Milwaukee will fund the administration of
the program, and evaluate its effectiveness.

She released a statement Monday
expressing her support for keeping
families together and opposing raids
by Immigrations and Customs En-
forcement.

“Milwaukee County has adopted clear policies aimed at keeping
all families together. We have opposed 287(g), ensuring that lo-
cal law enforcement dedicates taxpayer resources to public safe-
ty rather than dividing our community, and we declared our
county a sanctuary. We are not intimidated by an overzealous
executive branch of the federal government, and | look forward
to participating in an inter-faith demonstration today against
Trump's ICE raids. Milwaukee was built by immigrant labor and |
will resist any effort to attack our immigrant community,"” said
Dimitrijevic.

In 2017, Milwaukee County adopted a policy opposing section 287(g) of the U.S. Im-
migration and Nationality Act, which authorizes the federal government to deputize
certain local law enforcement officers to enforce federal immigration law, in February
of 2017.

The policy was proposed by Supervisor Dimitrijevic.

The Milwaukee Summer Meals Program serves free meals to all
children attending thanks to the United States Department of Agriculture (USDA), the
Wisconsin Department of Public Instruction (DPI) and local partners such as Kohl'’s,
the Social Development Commission (SDC) and the Milwaukee Center for Independ-
ence (MCFI.)

The summer meal program requires extensive collaboration with local non-profits,
sponsors, school districts, meal providers, and county services.
